Gome Venerable Theories on This Saajeci 


That Have Been Exploded. 


The effect of expired air npou anima 


life is (he subject of au interesting arti- 
cle in The Medical Record by Dr. 
George F. Shrady, its editor. "We neec 
not," sr.ys Dr. Shrady, "emphasize the 
ovil effects of -yrhat is .usually called bad 
ventilation. 
It is perhaps true thai 


acute diseases are not to be traced to 
the same, but it may be safely statec 
that there is a distinct deterioration oJ 
vital forces in those who are constantly 
subjected to tho impure atmosphere oi 
badly ventilated rooms. 
The cause oi 


the sickening sensation which comes 
over us upon entering an atmosphere 
contaminated with many TbrB'aths or oi 
the gradual deterioration of the vital 
forces which follows confinement in such 
an .atmosphere is not known. 
For 


number of years prior to 1888 the view 
prevailed that tho discomfort and dan- 
ger to health and life in badly ventilat- 
ed rooms were largely duo to organic 
matters contained iu the air expired, 
and that ..the. increase in carbonic acid 
due to respiration has but little effect in 
producing the bad results. 
Recently, 


however, severn.l experimenters have 
concluded that the organic matters in 
the exhaled breath are not harmful, at 
least to animals.." 


Referring to recent experiments on 


the subject, Dr. Shrady says: "The re- 
salts justify tho conclusion that the dis- 
comfort felt iu crowded, ill ventilated 
rooms is not clue to excessive carbonic 
acid or to bacteria or in most cases 
to dusts of any kind, but is in reality 
due to oxcessiye temperature and un- 
pleasant odors. 
Nothing in these ex- 


periments shows the cause of the un- 
pleasant, musty odor of an unveutilated 
room, and attention is called to tho 
curious fact that cases of fainting in 
crowded rooms usually occur in women 
and are connected, the authors think, 
with defective respiratory action due 
to tight lacing. 
Finally these investi- 


gations, the authors declare, go to prove 
that some of the theories upon which 
modern systems of ventilation are based 
are either without foundation or doubt- 
ful, and that the problem of securing 
comfort and health in -inhabited rooms 
requires tho consideration of the best 
methods of preventing or disposing of 
dust of various kinds, of regulating 
temperature and moisture and of carry- 
ing off poisonous gases derived from 
beating and lighting apparatus rather 
than of simply diluting the air to a cer- 
tain standard of proportion of carbonic 
acid present." 


Oot Their Licenses. 


There is an ancient law in Ehodo Is- 


land, which, however, is almost forgot- 
ten, requiring clergymen to take out a 
license before officiating at marriages. 
The other day Father O'Hare and Mr. 
Stewart, tho Episcopal rector of Au- 
:mrp, went to the town clerk for this 
icense. 
Ac first the town olerk was 


much puzzled what to do, as he had no 
(roper license blanks, but ho finally got 
over the difficulty, ami the clergymen 
departed. After they had got on a street 
jar they opened their licenses, and each 
was horrified to find himself in the pos- 
session of a full flelgod second class 
!iquor license, with power to run a 
liquor shop subject to all the privileges 
and penalties of the law. A closer in- 
spection of tho license, however, showed 
that the words "second class liquor li- 
cense," giving power to sell "malt, 
spirituous and intoxicating liquors" at 
retail or wholesale, had had a lino 
drawn through them, and instead of 
;he words "to soil malt, spirituous and 
intoxicating liquor.-*" were interlined 
;he words "to perform marriages," and 
so forth. 


Each clergyman made a wry faco as 


;ie contemplated his battered license, 
and each silently vowed to exhibit it 
only in case of dire peril of a $20 fine. 
But both blessed tho ingenuity of the 
official that could transform a document 
which portends so much evil for the 
race, according to their views, into an 
instrument with, 'power to give such 
aappiness.—New York Tribune.

Sl-HK^ WAGON ItOAtJS. 


Colonel J. D. Mclntire, a civil en- 


gineer of Seattle, Washington, believes 
he hf.s solved the yoo-l roadd probV-m 
and predicts that his invention will 
revolutionize country travel. He calls 
it the Steel Wagon l^.oad, and he con- 
ceived the idea of its contraction 
from observing that drivers of all kinds 
of vehicles seek street car hacks iu 
preference to the best gravel or paved 
streets. 


The track on which Colonel Mclntire 


proposes to have wagon wheels run is a 
steel rail of the thickness of boiler 
plate and five inches wide, constructed 
in the shape of a gutter svith a square 
perpendicular shoulder half an inch 
high. 
This furnishes a conduit to 


carry off water, and it make^ an easy 
track for wheels to run iu, and the 
wear on tires is reduced to a minimum, 
and loaded wagons can easily get on or 
off the track. 


It is estimated that a horse will draw 


twenty times as much on the steel 
track as on a dirt road and it svill cost 
much less than a mocadamized road. 
It cau be used for bicycles as well as 
wagons and as the cost of keeping it in 
repair after it is built will not exceed 
that of tho ordinary road, it is believed 
it will be generally used \vhere there is 
.much travel.
